their comfortable homes in the United 
States more than half a century ago and 
came to Mexico with General Taylor to 
fight against the people of this country 
probably did not think that should they 
tall in battle their bones would be left 
to crumble to dust in an unmarked spot 
in this distant land. But today the dead 
heroes of the Buena Vista battlefield lid 
under but a few feet of earth in a neg- 
lected place just outside this city. At 
the time of their hasty burial their de- 
voted comrades evidently sought to 
make the spot somewhat sacred by con- 
structing.an adobe wall around it This) 
•wall is fast succumbing to the ravages 
of time, and in places it is completely 
gona I visited tho burial ground of the 
dead heroes today. A tram car took me 
aa far as the pretty San Francisco plaza, 
aad from there I walked through a 
dirty, narrow street until I came to an 
arroyo, on the other side of which the 
faint marks indicating the cemetery 
may te seen. Had I not received care- 
fid directions I should have passed the 
place unnoticed. On the side toward the 
city the •wall is entirely gone for the 
moat part, and a much traveled wagon 
road paanrn through the place and over 
the sacred dead. The place which had 
once been inclosed by the adobe wall 
embraces probably two acres, but inves- 
tigation shows that many were buried 
west of the wall and up close to the ar- 
*oyo.

United States has increased from 14. 1 
per cent to 26.3 per cent, that of Ger- 
many from 11.4 percent to 31.4 par 
cent, and that of Russia from S per cent 
to 4.7 per cent Indeed, iron is now be- 
ing imported from the United States 
into this country, and, incredible as it 
may seem, the railway station at Mid- 
dlesbrough, the center of the iron trade, 
is built of iron brought from Belgium. 
Surely, then, the author of "Our Goal 
Resources at the Close of the Nine- 
teenth Century" is hardly right in 
jMnlring that British coal and iron still 
hold their own. He armies that other 


countries of Europe are exhausting their 
ooal supplies just as Great Britain is,

THE FATAL BtOW

older, of which be was very fond, and 
it U alleged that while together on 
this errsnd, the woman told her bus 
band of an inoldant that resulted In 
the tragedy. It Is claimed that 
Bates and Meredith's young step son 
were doing somethlne about the farm 
not In accordance with Meredith's 
wishes and when the latter sent 
word out by his wife, Bates demanded 
that if Meredith had anything to say 
he should say It In person, and then 
picked up a club and threatened to 
"fix" Meredith it he came out. The 
latter knew nothing of this until the 
Saturday night mentioned. 


After returning home with his wife 


Meredith took a pail and returned to 
the neighbor's to get some more cider, 
and upon returning home again he 
found the door locked. 
He called to 


his wife to open It but no response 
came, and taking up a stick ot wood 
be broke the door open, whereupon 
his stepdaughter called to Bates for 
help. The latter was supposed to be 
up stairs and it is claimed by th 
women that Meredith declared be 
would kill Bates and started to ascend 
the stain, but had only entered the 
stairway when he received a blow on 
the head and fell unconscious upon 
the floor. He had been struck a blow

In- 
deed, it u my intention while in tbe 
west to conclude arrangement* for tbe 
colonies in those *tate* as well as for 
that in Tennessea The land which we 
have acquired in Tennesaeecoutf 1,750,- 
000. The Kentucky Trust company sup- 
plied ili£ cosamiasica with the money 
with which tbe purchase was made, the 
company accepting the commisaon's 
bond for $3.000,000. This will leave 
us a margin of $250,000 with which to 
inaugurate the colony. 
"In establishing the Tennessee colony 


we shall make no effort to secure politi- 
cal control of the state, but we shall 
make that effort through tbe colonies 
which we will establish in the western 
states. Oar pnrpow in Tennessee will 
sunplj be to prove that in a favorable 
location in one of the older states homes 
and security can be obtained by wage 
earners under a system of collective own- 
ership of lands, transportation facili- 
ties and tbe machinery of production. 
We believe that the conditions in Ten- 
nessee are highly favorable to the es- 
tablishment of comfortable homes and 
for the creation in course of time of 
many industries, the products of which 
will command constant sale throughout 
the United States. In brief, tbe idea 
which we will develop is similar to that 
upon which the Shaken are organized, 
except that our organization ia political 
aad theirs i* religions. The Shakers 
have now $30,000,000 lying idle, and 
they am enabled to live in peace and 
comfort. That i* tbe condition to which 
we hope to bring the workingmen who 
associate themselves with us. 


'After the communities are fairly 


__/ted they will control themselves. 
The colonists will choose their own ad- 
ministrative officers, and every nan 
will be tbe equal of every other. Tbe 
men who will form the colony at the 
start believe that such a movement i* 
their only salvation. It is not expected 
therefore that there-will be the least 
difficulty in maintaining 
discipline 


among them. Every man will be ex- 
pected to do hi* duty, and his labor 
will have the reward to which it is 
justly entitled. No idlers will be tol- 
erated in the community. Any man 
who is willing to work will be warmly 
welcomed. Those who are not will be 
informed that they are not wanted 
among u*."—New York Sun.

At the time when the Peninsular and 


Oriental liner Aden was wrecked on the 
island of Socotra. in the Indian ocean, 
hut May, only those who bad been de- 
rated on board the stranded vessel were 
rescued, no trace being found of those 
of tbe passengers and crew who bad left 
the ship on board the three lifeboats. 
Two of these contained only men, while 
in the third there were 12 sailors, 9 wo 
men and 8 children. It was believed nn 
til a few weeks ago that all three boats 
had gone to the bottom. But quite re- 
cently the British authorities at Aden 
and at Muskat have obtained informa- 
tion to the effect that at least two of the 
boats, one of them being that contain- 
ing the two women and children, hat 
reached the Arabian coast, and that 
those on board are now held in captivi 
ty by the lawless Arab tribe* of the 
coast, who are disposed to treat for 
their release on the ban* of ransom. 
The British government has now taken 
the matter in hand, and negotiations 
have been opened both from Aden and 
Muskat with a view to securing the 
liberation of the captives. 


The widespread misery and want that 


prevail in Italy appear to be exercising 
a disastrous and degenerating 
influ- 


ence on the physique of the masculine 
portion of the population. According to 
official statistics just issued by the war 
department at Borne, out of every 1,000 
young men of 30 years of age liable for 
military service, which is obligatory in 
Italy a* in Germany and Austria, 520, 
or more than half, were rejected by the 
medical authorities as physically dis- 
qualified for service in the army. 


The Trench government, finding itself 


unable to increase the taxation, which 
is heavier per capita in France than in 
any other country of the world, ha* de- 
cided to resort to the convenfoa of it* 
treasury bonds or rente* from 9 per cent 
to 33* a* the easiest, and indeed the 
only available, means of increasing the 
revenue* of the state. The ground i*

11,500 a year (England having doubled

ing cnlti ration amounts to little more 
than flooding over th« surface, with but 
alight moistening of the under soiL 


It may be stated ia general that the 


irrigator who fails to cultivate *oou 
after each irrigation will make a failure 
of irrigation. Indeed, in almost anr 
part of the great plains, if either irriga- 
tion or cultivation must bo omitted, it 
will be better to omit tie irrigation 
than the cultivation f«r all such crops 
as admit of cultivation. The case with 
meadows and with sowed crops in gen- 
eral is somewhat different, the soil be- 
ing to some extent protected and sup- 
ported against excessive settling by the 
general distribution of the plants and 
roots. 
It is not improbable, however, that 


in tbe case of annuals, as wheat, rye, 
barley and oats, it will be found profit- 
able to make tbo drill rows far enough 
apart to admit of cultivation while the

A now game of cards has come out of 


iho west. It is a rapid, dashing gan»% 
jivuij; to tu devotees a good run fur 
their uiuuey. Wherever it has been in 
troduoed in the east it bt£ caught the 
lovers of cards. Even poker, with it* 
fafif inatipg jack pot£ and tho mysteries 
of the draw, becouie« insipid after uue 
has neted the delirious joys of solo, as 
the western stranger is known. And. «B 
for whists, hearts, casino, seven up and 
euchre, their existence is forgotu-u. 


A fterce "cutthroat" game is sola 


The game came cast when the new states 
of the Dakotas, Montana, Washington 
and Idaho were admitted into tbe Union 
and may fairly be termed the contribu- 
tion of this new brood of communities 
to the gayety of nations. 


What is solo? It is a card game played 


with a pack of 36 cards, all below sis 
being thrown out. The cards rank as 
follows: Ace, ten, king, queen, jack, 
nine, eight, seven and six. The suits are 
of equal rank, excepting that where two 
proposals or bids for solos are made that 
in hmts. if any snob be made, takes 
precedence; otherwise the first one made 
baa the preference. 


The counting cards of each suit are as 


follows: Acs, 11; ten. 10; king, 4; 
queen, 3; jack, 3. The rest of the cards 
have no counting value. The total pos- 
sible count in each game is therefore 
130, reckoned as follows: Four aces, 44; 
4 tens. 40; 4 kings, 16; 4 queens, 12; 
4 jacks, 8. 


That game is played by three persons. 


If there are four at the table, the dealer 
gives himself no hand, bnt snares tbe 
fortunes of the two players opposed to 
the angle player. If there are five or' 
more at the table, the dealer gives cards 
only to the three on the left Those not 
receiving cards share the fortunes of tho 
two players opposed to the one player. 
There are always three active players in 
solo, and two of them are always op- 
posed to tbe third. 


Solo is played for so much a point, 


the single player winning or losing to 
each of the others at tbe table. A cent a 
point foots up pretty well, each time and 
makes a game good enough for social 
purposes. A dollar a point would re- 
quire returned Klopdikers for players, 
•while flOa point would make the finan- 
cial magnates of the world dizzy in 
throe rounds. 


The cards are dealt one at a time, a£ 


in vrhist or poker, each player receiving 
11. tbe remaining 8 being laid aside 
and are called the " slough cards." The 
cards Jjavinft been dealt, the players, be- 
ginning with tbe one on the left of the 
dealer, make their bids. 


"To frawg" is the lowest offer that 


can be made. When a "frawg" bid IE 
successful, hearts are always trumps. A 
"frawg" allows tbe player to take up 
the tliree "siough" card A incorporate 
them with bis other cards, discarding 
throe to reduce his hand to an equality 
with that of tho others. He is entitled 
to add the value of these discarded cards 
tn counting his game at the end of the 
hand. 


"To solo" is to propose a higher 


game than to "frawg,"for the one who 
"solos" is not permitted the assistance 
of the "slough" cards. He is, hovrevor, 
allowed to cunnt them in reckoning tbe 
number of points he has made after the 
hands are played.
